2. (Original) The composition of Claim 1, wherein 
upon curing, the resultant cured composition is substantially 
free of the first color ,

9. (Original) The composition of Claim 1, wherein 
said dye is present in an amount of about 100 to about 200 ppm 
based on the amount of said (meth) acrylate component. 

10. (Original) The composition of Claim 1, wherein 
said dye comprises tetraiodof luorescein. 

11. (Original) The composition of Claim 1, further 
comprise rig a member selected f rom the group consisting of 
stabilizers, accelerators, fillers, opacifiers, thickeners, 
viscosity modifiers, adhesion promoters, inhibitors, thixotrophy 
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conferring agents, tougheners, anti-oxidizing agents, anti- 
reducing agents, and combinations thereof.

15. (Original) A method of making a cured composition 

comprising the steps of 

providing the (meth) acrylate composition of Claim 1; 

and 

curing Lhe composition to form a cured composition 
having a second color. 

16. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 15/ 
wherein prior to the step of curing the (meth) acrylate 
component, the (meth) acrylate component has a first color which 
is fluorescent. 

17. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 15, 
wherein after the step of curing the (meth) acrylate component, 
the cured composition is substantially free of the first color.

19. (Original) The method of Claim 15, wherein the 
step of curing comprises photocuring. 

20. (Currenlly Amended) A method of detecting 
substantially full cure of an adhesive comprising the steps of 

providing a first article and a. second article; 
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providing, on a surface of the first article, the 
(meth) acrylate composition of Claim 1; [and] 

contacting a surface of .the second article to the 
surface of the first arliele having the (meth) aery la be 
composition thereon; and 

exposing the first and second articles to cure 
conditions. 

21. (Previously Presented) The method of Claim 20, 
wherein in the step of providing a (meth) acrylate composition 
comprising a (meth) acrylate component and a dye, the dye is 
selected from the group consisting of fluorescein, 

dibromof luorcsccin, diiodof luoresccin, tctrabromofluorescein, 
tetraiodof luorescein, Letrabromotetrachlorof luore-scein, *nd 
combinations thereof. 

22. (Original) The method of Claim 20, further 
including the step of detecting the absence of the first color 
after exposing the first and second articles to cure conditions. 

23. (Previously Presented) A melhod of assembling and 
inspecting a series of articles having an adhesive bond line 
comprising the steps of 

adhering two or more parts of an article together with 
the (meth) acrylate composition of Claim 1, wherein an
